A FREE MAN 


Jury in Red Deer Case Bring in Ver- 
dict of ‘“‘ Not Guilty” 


Red. Deer, Feb. 2.—The Brobeck mur- 
der case -was concluded tonight. The 


jury were out fifty-four minutes and 


brought in a verdict of ‘‘Not guilty.” 
The prisoner was much elated and 
bowed to the judge, the jury and spec- 


tators and shock hands with friends in 
the court room. 

Red Deer, Feb. 2.—The murder case 
is exciting much comment in town and 
the general opinion of the public ap- 
pears to be that Brobeck will get off. 
One reason for this is the remarkably 
clever work done by Hyndman of Ed- 
morton. The evidence for the prosecu- 
tion is now all in. 

When the prisoner cams into -the 
courtroom yesterday noon he nodded to 
several acquaintanc2s and apparently 
felt hopeful of release. 

When the court resumed its sitting 
at 2 p.m., J. M. Smith was sworn and 
spoke as follows: 

“T keep a feed and dray business in 
this town. I saw the accused and the 
deceased at my stable August 1. They 
wera both somewhat under the in- 
fluence of liquor. I did not know Han- 
son before that day. They appeared 
to be sober enough to take care of 
themselves. Hanson had a bottle. 

Cross-examired by Mr. Hyndman: 
They left the stable between 9 and 10 
in the evening and appeared to be per- 
fectly friendly. 

Geo. Brill was called and attested to| 
the fact that he was at Smith’s barn| 
when Brobeck and Hanson left. Bro- 
beck showed them a gun apparently 
in good condition that he said he shot 
geese with. Hanson treated everyone 
to a drink. The exhibit looks like the 
gun Brobeck had. Did not remember 
what the prisoner was dressed like. 
They had been drinking but appeared 
to be abie to take care of themselves. 

Cross-examined ‘by Mr. Hyndman, 
Brill said, I had a drink myself. They 
were perfectly friendly. I have’ kagwa 
Brobeck three years and he appeared 
a hard-working man. Hanson was a 
good worker also. 

Jesse Haistead was called and aworn. 


|i am assistant stable keeper at Smith’s 


and remember the accused and Peter 
Hanson being at the barn August 1. 
They left between 9 and 9.30. There 


were sacks of lime in the rig. I saw 
the gun and in a joke said, “i would 
like to beg the gun from you.’ He 
showed me how he shot sixteen geese 
with it. There was nothing broken 
about the gun then. The men were 
both drunk. I saw the prisoner next 
on the Sunday following and asked him 
how they got home that night. He said

(Winnipeg Free Press ) 

Winnipeg yesterday extended a glad 
hand of welcome to a large party, 
some ninety-six in number of the em- 
pire builders cf Western Canada, hail- 
ing from Edmonton and the sister 
town, Strathcona, also the neighboring 
towns ofthedistrict, Fort Saskatche- 
wan, Wetaskiwin and Lacombe. They 
came on a jaunt to the city as the 
guests of the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way Company, the invitation to make 
the trip having been extended by Vice- 


President on the occasion of the 
opening of the line to Edmonton. The 
party left Edmonton on Saturday 
night at 8 o'clock and arrived here 
yesterday afternoon about 4 o'clock. 
The journey was made by a special 
train, consisting of a private Car, 
three sleepers, diner, day coach and a 
baggage car, and proved most pleas- 
ant, the hospitality extended being 
most generous, while the officials in 
charge proved themselves to be genisl 
courteous and royal entertainers. 
With probably haif a dozen exceptions 
it was the first time that any of the 
members of the party had _ travelled 
éver the line, and they were, conse- 
quently much ‘interested in the many 
evidences of progress and development 
tobe seen along the entire route and 
their observations served .to increase 
their confidence.in the prospective fu- 
ture of the trade centres of Northern 
Alberta-.

Mr. Allen, Belmont, Alta., reported 
that the Belmont branch of the Ameri- 
can Society of Equity requested that a 
celegate from the Alberta Farmers’ As- 
rotiatien be present at their regular 
meeting on February 8, as they wished

Mr. W. F. Stevens, Clover Bar, who 
has charge of the Edmonton seed fair, 


—| gave a short, practical address, setting 


forth the aim and purpose of the fair, 
|and urged all the delegates present to 
see that their respective settlements 
were well represented at the fair. He 
also announced. that all exhibitors at 
the seed show. would be presented with 
a free ticket of admission to an en- 
tertainment to be held at Edmonton 
on the evening of February 13, at

NORTH-WEST INDIANS 
(From the annual report of Commissioner 

Laird). 

The policy of reducing rations inaug- 
urated on the ranching reserves of South- 
ern Alberta has demonstrated that it is 
both practicable and beneficial, and leads 
to the conviction that the slowness of 
progress in the bringing of the Indians 
to a state of self-support is to be attrib- 
uted largely to the system of free feeding, 
which, resorted to of necessity after the 
disappearance of the buffalo, was con- 
tinued and extended in a degree that led 
the Indians to regard it as a right, re- 
lieving them of the necessity of exertion. 
It is, therefore, particularly pleasing to 
record the fact that on the largest re- 
serve in western Canada, that of the 
Blcods, where the ration house had be- 
come the most prominent feature, we 
have succeeded through the new policy in 
having a considerable number of Indians 
cease altogether to draw free rations, and 


through that, and the reduction of ra- 


tions to those partially supporting them- | 


selyes, a reduction of 120,000 pounds was 
effected in the issue of beef in the twelve 
months ended’ June 30 last. While men- 
tion is made of the saving effected, it is 
regarded merely as an incident of the 
policy; and care has been taken to im- 
press upon our agents that our obiect is 
not merely ithe effecting of saving, but 
the development. of a spirit of self-reli- 
ence in the Indian which will eventually 
make him a self-supporting citizen of the 
country. That the policy is operating in 
that direction is evidenced by the fact 
that the earnings of these Indians during 
the past fiscal year increased by some 
four thousand dollars over those of the 
previous year. Greater interest was man- 
ifested in the care of their cattle, their 
health was good, and the birth rate ex- 
ceeded the death rate by nine. 

Similar progress is noticed in the Black- 
foot reserve. There Crowfoot in his day 
advised the Indians that, if they accepted 
cattle, the government would soon  dis- 
continue the free ration system. We are 
still continuing the ration system; but 
from 430,000 pounds per annum in the 
days of Crowfoot, the issue of beef has 
been reduced to 145,318 pounds, and the 
Blackfeet care for over 2,500 head of 
cattle. In a few years we should have to 
provide only for those destitute through 
age or infirmity on this reserve. 

The reduction of rations on the Peigan 
and Sarcee reseryes has been marked, and 
has resulted in the indians showing more 
industry and self-reliance. On the Peigan 
reserve the free use of beef and flour was 
reduced during the year by 32,809 and 
5,400 pounds respectively, and the earning 
power of the Indians was at the same time 
enhanced. 


On the Morley reserve the Stonies ob- 
jected to any change in the ration system; 
but today fifty families are in part or in 
whole feeding themselves beef from their 
own herds, and are quite satisfied with the 
new order, which, while resulting in a 
considerable saving to the country, has 
also led to an increase in the earnings of 
the Indians themselves, which this year 
amounted to over eighteen thousand dol- 
lars. 

On the mixed farming reserves, while 
there are instance in which the ration is- 
sue can still be lessened, we as a general 
rule are only providing for those who are 
unable to provide for themselves. On the 
grain growing reserves excellent crops 
have rewarded those who are induced to 
take to the cultivation of the soil. And on 
the whole the cattle industry of the Indians 
is in a healthy condition. 

In looking over the field, one is struck 
by the fact that certain Indians who have 
not had what we regard as the advantages 
of close supervision and instruction in 
industry sometimes excel those so favored. 
Take, for instance, Michel’s band, in the 
Edmonton agency. There has never been 
a farming instructor on that reserve, nor 
was there ever a ration house. They were 
practically left to themselves. Yet there 
are a number of progressive Indians who 
farm well, raise cattle and poultry, and 
indeed are as well circumstanced as many 
Another 


advancement is af 


a white farmer. striking in- 
stance of untutored 
forded by the Indians of Kinistino’s band 
They never had a farming instructor nor 
a ration house. Visits from officials, apart 
from the payment of annuity money, are 
few. They got very little assistance even 
in the matter of cattle, yet they have a 
good herd, mainly purchased with the 
They milk 


their cows, and make butter by shaking 


proceeds of their own labor. 


the cream in glass jars. 

Cases such as these seem to point to the 
conclusion that care must be taken not to 
exercise such a degree of paternalism in 
dealing with the Indians as will sap that 
individualism essential to the development 
of character and the attaining of inde 
pendence. 

On Enoch’s reserye 430 acres were under 
crop this year, 70 of them being put under 
wheat, oats and barley by an 
named Alexander. 
the direct charge 


Indian 
This reserve is under 
of the agent without 
the assistance of a farming instructor. 

The agent at Battleford remarks that 
the Indians are better clothed, cleaner, 
healthier and more contented than form- 
erly, and that they are advancing rapidly 
in the direction of making an independent 
living. 

In the Pelly agency three binders were 
found insufficient to cut this year’s crop, 
In addition to 
the area under crop 359 acres were broken 
this year. 


and one had to be hired. 


Wheat was grown successfully 
for the first time only last year in this 
agency by the Indians, and it was the 
finest in the district and sold readily for 


sedd at a dollar a bushel. 
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The Indians of Qu’Appelle cropped this | 


year 3,000 acres. . This. is: inclusive of the 
colony, the members of which it is ex- 
pected will, with their crop of this year, 
be not only freed from debt but have a 
balance to their credit. 

A school graduate who tock up farming 
a few yeurs ago in the Assiniboine agency 
has so progressed as to give ground for 
the hope that the Indian can be led with- 
in a reasonable time not only to self. 
support but to full citizenship. This young 
man has five horses, and he has gone quite 
extensively into poultry raising. This year 
he purchased a sawmill. He manages his 
own business, and has his own bank ac- 
count at Sintaluta. 

A general advance is observable on the 
Sioux reserves in the Birtle agency. Here 
aze cr!tivated fields, good dwelling houses 
and outbuildings, and the estimated crop 
thisyear is 60,000 bushels of grain. The 
Indians have two steam threshing outfits, 
which they operate themselves. The por- 
tion of the wheat crop marketed at this 
writing has graded No. 1 northern. 

The reports of our inspectors show that 
the Indians of the north—those who de- 
pend largely upon hunting and fishing for 
a living—are well circumstanced. 

During the year the Indians of the As- 
siniboine reserye surrendered nine sec- 
tions of land, which is to be put on the 
market. A surrender of some 14,400 acres 
of the Stony reserve in the Battleford 
agency has also been made. 

The inclosing of pastures for the In- 
dians’ herds has produced good results by 
lessening the percentage of loss and im- 
proving the condition of the cattle. The 
Indians pretty generally now realize the 
importance of caring for their cattle, and 
the practice of inclosing pastures is 
spreading from reserve to reserve. The 
Sarcee reserve, near Calgary, has beea 
inclosed by fifty miles of fencing, and all 
the work was done by the Indians them- 
The Indians’ herds have been in- 
creased, but there is over and above their 
requirements a large amount of grazing, 
which is being leased to cattlemen, and 
a revenue tnus produced from what was 
previously going to waste. 

Much injury continues to be wrought 
the Indian through the illicit sale ef 
liquor, despite the efforts made to suppress 
it. We have met. with a fair measure of 
success in bringi io justice those who 
violate the law./The results of establish- 
ing a Royal #orthwest Mounted Police 
patrol on Life Winnipeg are very grati- 
fying, as is¥shown by the following ex- 
tract from Inspector Semmen’s report on 
his recent treaty payment trip. 

“T must refer to the good offices of the 
Mcunted Police, whose work has been

most commendable and thorough. I have 
every reason to believe that a healthful 
moral influence has been felt this season 
all over the lake. Much less liquor has 
been taken in than usual. Prosecutions 
have inspired the small dealers with a 
wholesome fear of the law. Traders who 
have been accustomed to further their own 
interests by giving occasional drinks have 
discontinued the practice. Captain Walke 
has been firm and not too severe in hand- 
ling cases brought to his notice. I am 
prepared to give him every compliment, 
and to express my pleasure that the de- 
partment has chosen to adopt radical 
measures for the suppression of abuses 
which have heretofore been known to ex- 
ist.”” 

When so comparatively little has been 
achieved in combating the ravages of tu- 
berculosis among the white race, it can- 
not be wondered at that the Indians con 
tinue to suffer greatly from this dread di- 
sease.
